HE Director of Education 
; yosterday introduced the 
public to a hitherto un- 
mentioned aspoct of 
Hongkong’s schooling 
problem, but It is an 
olemont which quite clearly 
demands attention and 
careful congpideration, 
Speaking at the opening of 
the new Junior Heep Yunn 
School he disclosed that by 
1961 the Hkely number of 
children in the Colony 
reaching school age will be 
68,000, “an increase of 
nearly 100 per cent on tho 
1963 figure,” and ho added 
that this would be mainly 
attributable to “an abnor- 
mally high birth rato 
coupled with a declining 
infant mortality rate.” 
Which means that the 
continually improving 
health standards of Hong- 
kong bring with them the 
problem of providing 
achvol facilities for a 
greatly swollen juvenile 
population. The Director of 
Education did little more 
than pose the question of 
how Hongkong should face 
up to this new educational 
responsibility, and the only 
decisive sentiment he could 
express was that “to at- 
tempt this load we shall 
need to concert our energies 
und resources to the full, 
so that it will be more 
imperative than ever that 
we should all work together 
in the closest harmony and 
with the greatest efficiency.” 


N a moro tentative manaer, 

Mr Crozier put forward 
one ides, If the population 
trends continue as at pre- 
sent the Colony will be 
confronted with the dilemma 
of ‘Having’ to | choose 
between satiafactory educa- 
tional standards for a part, 
or diluted standards for 
the whole. Both, he claima, 
would be dangerous and 
unsatisfactory. What then 
to be done? It is the 
Director of Education's 
suggestion that parents 
should plan thelr familles 
“as their economic circum- 
stances shall advise and 
their religious scruples 
allow.” A similar proposi- 
tion has been advanced In 
other parts of the world, 
but we believe it is the 
firat time it has received 
official utterance in Hong- 
knog. It is o highly con- 
troversial suggestion, but 
none the leas worthy of 
consideration because of 
that. But if the Director 
of Education has Govern- 
ment backing for hia iden, 
then something more than 
u kite-flying reference at a 
achool opening will be re- 
quired to “put it over” 
effectively to the public.

SUITABLE METHOD 

Mr Molotov has left kittie doubt, 
in the opinion of observers here, 
that he was Getermined to’ exert 
pressure on France to torpedo 
the EDC «and Germen. rcerm- 
athent and hz seemet io find 
Indo-China un Increasingly 
suitable method. 

They noted his reference to 
the “coloninl polley of Franco” 
in Indo-China which, he sald, 
“tras fanded in an Smpasse, 
hoving encountered the herolc 
struggle of the Victnamese 
people who are defending thelr 
rights to peace and national 
freedom.” 

preliminary assessment 
noted that Mr Molotov was 
less specific on the Korea 
question, 

Mr Molotov sald that the 
Geneva conference would “be 
able to discuss a final settle- 
ment of the Korea question,” 

“The task Is to facilitate the 
national unification of Korea 
along democratic lines and the 
transition of Korea {from an 
armistice to lasting peace,” he 
said, 

This, the observers said, rings 
a familiar bell in Western ears, 
recalling the phrascology used 
by Mr Molotov in his arguments 
on German unification. 

They belleved it did not 
augur well for the West's desire 
for free clections in Korea to 
unify the country and give it a 
freely elected all-Korean gov- 
ernment.

Duel With 


Terrorists 


Simpang Renggam, Johore, 
March 6. 

A planter, hie driver and {wo 
special constables escaped 
unhurt thls morning when 
terrorists, attempting to _land- 
mine them, triggered off the 
charge a fraction of a second 
too soon, 

Then they engaged the 
terrorists in a furious 15-minute 
gun bate, killing two and 
capturing a sten gun, carbine 
and grenade, 

The ambush was sprung 
along an estate road on = @ 
southern Malaya estate near 
here. 

Mr oN, Kingsley Pallant, 
manager of the estate, told re- 
porters: “I was driving through 
young rubber plants in an 
armoured pickup truck with 
my driver and two special 
constables as escort, 

“We crossed a bridge and 
rounded o bend—and terrorists 
detonated the landmine by re- 
mote control, 

“But they were just a fraction 
of a second too soon because the 
truck wasn’t quite over the 
landmine.” 

“The explosion blew a hole 
three feet by two feet in the 
ground and we ran into it and 
stopped. Nobody was f 
we leapt out end prepared to 
engage the terrorists. I would 
say there were about fivo of 
them, but it was difficult to tell, 

“There wasalot of shooting 
from both sides and the special 
constables were absolutely won- 
deriul. They accounted for both 
the terrorists, withdrew, and we 
returned fo our truck. (t was

Stassen’s 
Report On 
Indo-China 


Washington, Mar. 5. 

Mr Harold Stassen, Direc- 
tor of the Foreign Aid Ad- 
ministration, said * today 
that the military strength 
and morale of the Commu- 
nist army in Indo-China 
was weakening, 


He had visited Indo-China 


For Ennstern 


during a recent 
tour, 


Mr Stassen told a news con- 
fcronce “the Communist Vict- 
minh forces were much more 
vigorous and effectlve a year 
ego. Now their morale {s 
weakening while the forces of 
freedom are growing stronger." 


In support of this conclusion 
he cited recent retreats c¢ the 
Communists, thotr fadkure to 
join battle with the French and 
Asssocilated foroes of Victnam, 
Laos end Cambodia ond the 
surrender of 2,000 Vietminh 
guerillas in Cambcdia, 

“Their boastful claims of 
intentions to sweep through 
Indo-China, issued during the 
Berlin conference, have so far 
proved to be shallow and mcan- 
ingless propaganda,” he said, 

“The Invigorated and = ex- 
panded Vietnamese army ls 
faking shape and its new 
battations are proving to be an 
effective fighting force, 

“The whole atmosphore 
Indo-China is improving.” 

Mr~ Stassen reported — that 
under’ current plans the French 
and & Allied forces’ would 
receive” about © 31,000 million 
worth of military and economic 
aid fram the United States by 
the end of this year. 

This would include between 
£250 million and $350 million 
worth of guns, tanks and planes, 
from United States military 
stocks here and in Korea. 

GEARED FOR 2 YEARS 

He sald military and ccono- 
mic help was geared to the two 
years’ operations plan of the 
French Commander General 
Henri Eugene’ Navarre, which 
began last September. 

The amounts of ald to be 
given for the second year would 
be determined about next Octo- 
ber when campaigning weather 
would follow the end of the 
monsoon rainy ' season which 
begins in May. 

For the 1954 fiscal year which 
ends next July the United States 
hos marked for Indo-Ching $785 
nilliam worth of military assist- 
ance in supplics and services 
between £250 million and $360 
millon worth of finished 
weapons and another $26 million 
tor relleg and technical aid. 

The “overwhelmi per- 
cemage” of this would the 
hands of the French and thelr 
Alles the end of this year. 

Mr Stassen who also visited 
Japan, Korea, Formosa and the 
Philippines, said his organisa- 
tion had mapped plans for the 
next fiscal year which were 
based on a “continuation of our 
expanded effort in Asia.” 

He said these plans included 
continued support for Indo- 
China, the Chinese Nationalist 
forces on Formosa and the re- 
construction in Korea. .

Copenhagen. 
TOMB second only in 
Aco and size to those 
Aof the Pharaohs is now 
all ready a few miles north 
of Copenhagen for the girl 
from Smidstrup, the man 
from Grauballe and the man 
from Tollund to move into. 
Into the tomb have gone 
825 tons of steel and 714 
tons of cement. Built into a 
Danish hillside, it took nine 
months to complete and 
cost £70,000. 


The two men and the girl, 
contemporaries of Julius 
Caesar, have been buried 
before. But not so luxur- 
fously. Last time they were 
human sacrifices cast into 
the sacred bog. The man 
from Tollund is unique, as 
2,000 .years have been kind- 
er to his features than to 
any other face of similar 
age. 


With ita 20-inch thick 
walls and 21/4-foot thick 
roof, with 40 feet of earth 
on top of it, the “tomb” 
wasn’t built for the mere 
glorification of the two dis- 
tinguished men and the git.

But, to use o platitude much 
beloved by politicians, you can~- 
not unscramble an omelette. We 
have denatlonalised Steel, but 
do not immagine thet the Steel 
firms can do what ‘they like: 
control remolns. We also de- 
natlonalised Road Transport, 
but privato'enterprise Is being 
yor coy about it mney want 
to Imow if .4 Socialist Govern- 
ment would be willing to buy 
them out again.

‘THE GAME IN THE GOALMOUTH 


During the course of my 
eareer there have been 
many men who have Ieft an 
danpmetaicn on me and [ am 
thinkin particularly of 
forwards, since they are the 
gonlkeeper’s chief problem. 

And among them, of course, 
centre forwards ore the muin 
danger men. It was a centre 
forward, Newcastle's Jackie 
Milburn, who scored what] 
rato as the best gonl ever against 
me, 


It was on a skatiog mok sur- 
face at St. James's Park. Mil- 
burn got the ball on the half- 
way Ine, turned with it and 
sprinted for goal, How he 
moved at such spel in the 
conditions I don't know. 


He was on the cdgo of the 
penolly box when still moving 
full out he shot and cracked the 
ball Into the back of the net, 


He was moving so furt) Unat 
after the shot he couldn't pull 
up on the surface and almost 
finished {n the crowd. I never 
eaw anything like it, 


One of Milburn's seurets Is his 
speed on to a through ball that 
reduces the tlme uo gonlkecper 
hos to get to the bal in a 
straight race, 


goalkeeper to produco a really 
| outstanding save to stop the ball 
golng In, And quite obviously , 
a goalkeeper cannot bo cxpect- 
ved to do that all the tite, 


GOLDEN RULE 


The reason I stress the slx~- 
yard Tine js this. One of the 
golden rules of Ronlkeaping Is 
that anything crossing the slx- 
yard line or in the goal area in 
the alr is the goalkeeper's ball. 


One gets headers, of course, 
from outside the six-yard box, 
but It Is generally considered 
that these can be saved without 
undue effort providing the Koal- 
keeper's positioning ts right. 


But with John Charles In the 
middle, his command in the alr 
ip vo preat and the power of his 
headers is such that he is a 
potential goul-scorer up to at 
feast nine yards. 


And, what ix more, he hag 
everything {hat ts demanded of 
a good centre forward — ball 
control, speed, strength (how 
difficult he Is to Knock off 4 
ball), and a terrific shot. 


The way in which he plays 
the wame docs him great credit, 


And also impressive 
way In which he keeps hts head 
when the goalkeeper tx alimost 
on him and plays the ball with 
superb control past hin 


A centre forward who pets 
amazing power Into bis shett 1. 
Bolton's Nat Lofthouse. 


When o Lofthouse shot from: 
25 yards comes on to the goal: | 
keeper it Is still guing with the 
speed of oan average player's. 
drive from 15 yards out ; 


But ft ix net onby the power 
that Lofthouse gets ito bis 
shots that makes him outstand- 
ing—It Is the unexpectedness of 
his shooting that males hin s+ 
dangerous. 


In fact hy sudden shooting 
ability is remarkable, for he can 
take n ball with elther foot on 
the half-vollcy or volley and on 
the turn. \ 


Curlously enough, though, the 
hardest shots ] have ever @x- 
perienced have not come from 
centre forwards, but from a 
winger and a wing halt. 


KNOCKED OVER 


Thave cnly once been knocked 
over by a shot in my Mite, and 
the man who did that | was 
Arsenal's Don Roper, — who! 
knocked me backwards off my” 
feet with a simply terrific show! 
and from 18 yards out, tov.

wind me wlth a shot was 
former club-mute, Neil Dougall, 
now with Plymouth Argyle, who 
alinost sickened me with a 
20-yard snorter. 

A menace to a goalkeeper’s 
reputation Js the Welsh inter- 
national firebrand, Trevor Ford. 

He Is ulways chasing the 
goalkeeper und never gives 
him a moments rest, And per- 
baps more than = any other 
centre forward playing he tries 
to make a goalkeeper lose his 
concentration. 

Once he has succeeded = In 
doing that there must be goals 
about for Ford and his aide. 

He can hit a ball extremely 
hard and to dive at his fect 
is a desperate business, He ts 
most dangerous us he comes In 
when the goalkeeper is at full 
stretch, grasping a high ball. 

But there is another Welsh 
leader more effective than Ford 
and that is the enormous John 
Charles of Leeds United, whom 
I rate the most dangerous centre 
forward I have faced. 

Charles has the ability to 
make a header from outside 
the six-yard line that forces the

Ho obviously docsn’t pull the 
ball In the alr unless he con 
possibly help it because in doing 
s0 ho increases the gonlkccper’s 
chance of cutting out the cross, 

‘These low pult-back passes of 
Matthews which move away 
from the goalkeeper are hit 
with more pace than one would 
think possible, remembering his 
turning position ot the by-time 
and they flash straight to a 
walting player, giving the goal- 

little or no time to get 
to a new position. 


The Preston winger, Tom 
Finney, works on very = similar 
lines to Matthews, concentrat~ 
Ing on trying to work an. open~ 
Ing to Iny on that dangerous 
pull back pass. 


But Finney also has un added 
osset which makes him as dan+ 
gerous as Matthews and = per- 
haps even more so when he js 
moving f{nirly close in to goal, 


Depending on the angle at 
which he Is coming in, Finney 
rather than take it a slage 
further and try to beat o de- 
fender to the by-line, will sud- 
denly attemp, to beat the 
goalkeeper with a shot jn the 
far corner. And his goals tally 
bears witness to hls success.

Oxford, Mar. 5. 


The Deputy Leader of the Opposition, Mr 
Herbert Morrison, said last night the break-up of 
the Anglo-American alliance and the United 
States association with NATO would be madness 


from every point of view. 


Britain and other NATO countries would be 
“out on a limb,” relatively weak and open to pres- 


sures and threats of an 


alarming character, he 


said. She would find herself driven to arm to the 
teeth beyond her reasonable economic - capacity 
and on a much larger scale than at present. 


“Even then we

security is not only the safest — it is the more econo- 


mical way,” he said.

The United States Secre- 
tary of State, Mr John 
Foster Dulles, tonight 
strongly rejected the 
charges made by the Guate- 
malan Foreign Minister, 
Senor Guillermo Toriello, 
regarding alleged United 
States interference with 
the international affairs of 
Guatemala. 

There charges were made by 
Senor Toricllo at today’s 
plenary session of the 10th 
Inter-American Conferénee in a 
statement to the press, 

Mr Dulles regretted that the 
Caracas mecting was used os.0 
platform to romote efforts 
a at slandering _ other 
American states and exploiling 
the possible differences in view 
of the disrupting harmony. 

Mr Dulles felt sure the con- 
ference would state that the 
international Communist move. 
ment’s control over the political 
Institutions of any American 
state would be regarded as inter~ 
ference by a foreign power and 
as threaterring the peace fn the 
American States, 

Mr Dulles said not only did 
Senor Toreillo oppose any new 
addition against international 
Communism but that he went 
further by declaring that his 
Government considered ag 
valueless the resolutions taken 
at the ninth Inter-American 
Conference in 1948 amd at the 
fourth meeting of the American 
Foreign Ministers in 1951, 

The first week of the conference 
thas strikingly spotlighted the 
differing points of view between 
the United States and the Latin 


American countries on the two 
major problems ,which dominate 
the present session. These are 
Communist infiltration and the 
economic betterment of the 
Southern Continent. 

The chief point of difference 
in the Northern ang Southern 
outlook is that the United States 
is more concerned ‘about Com- 
munist infiltration while the 
Latin American countries are 
more concerned nbout economic 
affairs-—France Presse,
